similar cases are unheld. If the jail 
sentences ol Capone and O'Brien are 
sustained, however, Druggan faces 
a probable federal penitentiary term.

Deaths in 1930 Than in 
1929, Report Says 


Cliicaso —(/P)— There were 32,500 


motor vehicle deaths in the United 
States in 1930, the National Safety 
council estimated today. This fig- 
ure represented an increase of 4 per 
cent, or'-npproximalely 1,300 deaths 
over the.UJg^ period of 31,215. Re- 
portti jCtuin 32 scutes formed the bas- 
is of the estimate. 


"The new figure" the council said, 


"is the highest in history, but there 
may be a grain of consolation in the 
fact that the Increase is really the 
lowest annual percentage increase 
since motoring became a safety prob 
lem. In 192D there was an increase 
of 12 per cent rnd in 1928 an in- 
crease'of S per cent." 


States with the largest -ural pop- 


ulations showed the greatest increase 
and those with "strong drivers' li- 
cense laws" had the best records, 
the council said, adding there were 
fewer highway grade crossing deaths 
than in the previous year.

yesterday afternoon.

"The 'county court was first es- 


tablished to handle three matters, 
administration.of estates/probate of

Among^ them are the ad- 
ministration of mothers'

halt Communists who have captured, 
looted and partly burned several im- 
portant towns, including Tsingshih 
Iiichow and Kingan on forays into 
adjoining Hupeh province. Hundreds 
of Chinese were slain in these raids. 


However, the mihtary inflicted a 


severe blow upon the reds yesterday 
when troops routed 10,000 Commu- 
nists from Lichow. Nationalist head- 
quarters here announced its forces 
killed 1,000 reds in this encounter. 
Some quarters expressed the opinion 
the government's victory had broken 
the red grip in Hunan. 


The Communists were declared in 


dispatches to have fled toward the 
Yangtse river, where they caused 
considerable apprehension at Ichang 
and Shasi.

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OLD LAKE LEVEL RESTORED 


The decision of war department en- 


. "gineers to restore the old level of Lake 
' Winnebago to 21J4 inches above the 
crest of the Menasha dam is in the na- 
' ture of a victory of navigation inter- 


- ests, power users and municipalities x>f 
the lower Fox river valley over the 
riparians ,of the Wolf river and adjoin- 
ing waters who for years have strug- 
gled to keep the level of the lake down 
to 15 inches above the dam at Men- 
asha. 


The agreement between the ripa- 


rians and the lower Fox river interests 
to adopt the 15-inch level was in the 
nature of an experiment and now it 
appears that government 
engineers 


are convinced that the experiment was 
not 'for the best interests of the peo- 
ple most directly concerned. 


The controversy between riparians 


on the, one side and water users on the 
other over the causes of floods in the 
Wolf river' valley during high' water 
periods is not entirely clear to those 
not directly involved. There is a sharp 
difference of opinion as to how much 
riparian damage is caused miles up the 
Wolf river by permitting the lake to 
rise six inches higher than the 15 inch- 
level sought by the riparians.. This 
much is quite clear, however, that a 
large portion of the land that is in- 
undated during normal high water pe- 
riods, whether the lake level is main- 
tained at 15 or 21% Inches, is of very 
little agricultural use. 


The abnormally dry summer of 1930 


was responsible in a large-measure for 
crystallizing the desire to increase the 
reservoir capacity of the lake so that 
more water will be available in the 
lower Fox river during the hot summer 
months when there is a rapid depletion 
of water by evaporation and relatively 
little rain. The,experience last year in- 
dicated that losses of considerable 
magnitude are suffered by navigation 
and power interests when there is no 
water and that health is placed in jeop- 
ardy by inability to flush out the 
filth of sewage and mill-waste that set- 
tles in stagnant spots. 


The action of the engineers in re- 


storing the old lake level is almost cer- 
tain to arouse the antagonism of ripa- 
rians and no doubt when the spring 
floods again swell the rivers and 
streams of the Lake Winnebago basin 
there will be another virulent discus- 
sion of the entire matter. 


NOISE VS. NOISE 


Great Britain Is developing a noise- 


less airplane which will be of great 
value in military -tactics. In a report 
made by Mr. M. D. Hart of the re- 
search committee of the British Air 
Ministry, the claim is made that the 
noise of an airplane motor or propeller 
can be obliterated. He has found that 
similar sounds, under certain condi- 
tions, will cancel each other. He pro- 
poses to have narrow exhaust pipes of 
unequal length which wall emit two 
tones on alternate phases, interfering 
with each other and making the motor 
practically soundless. Propellers will 
be designed to produce two sounds 
•which block themselves out. 


Noises in alternate phases ma3T si- 


lence the street car, the locomotive 
•whistle or the staccato rap of the riv- 
eting hammer. Carried to logical con- 
clusions, assorted noise making devices 
could be constructed whose phase was 
turned to silence the particular dins 
disagreeable to one's ears. Turn the 
indicator to the notch desired and si- 
lence would result where before was 
heard madam's strident voice, or gone 
the persistent clamor ox "Your note as 
due." Yvhat joy to destroy by a flack 
of the finger and a raucous blast the 
every annoying yowl of the nightly fe- 
line caller, the crow of the early morn- 
ing cock, or the rattling of the milk- 
man's* bottles. 


Just Folks

The language used by our secretary 


of state in addressing a note to the, 
government of Liberia was so strange- 
ly harsh in tone compared to the usual- 
ly polite language of diplomacy that 
it stopped the reader short to wonder 
what was going on. Mr. Stimson said, 
among other things, that "internation- 
al public opinion will no longer toler- 
ate those twin scourges "of slavery 
and forced labor." The message was 
a sweeping indictment of conditions in 
that far-off African land for which the 
American government seems to feel it- 
self morally responsible. Those con- 
ditions also reveal another unhappy 
page of the history of "man's inhu- 
manity to man," for the Liberian coun- 
try was established for freed American 
slaves at the instance of President 
Monroe some 112 years ago when the 
people of this country were becoming 
conscious-stricken at the thought of 
dealing in human flesh and human car- 
goes. In 1847 Liberia was set up as a 
republic, since which time it has re- 
ceived substantial advantage -as well 
as ready assistance and the strong 
moral backing of this country. There 
is no doubt that during the past cen- 
tury it would have succumbed many 
times-to bold buccaneers and roving 
exploiters of governments and men 
were it not for the feeling that this 
government was behind it although we 
were bound in no particular way to see 
it through. 
' . 


And what a wide divergence, there 


has been -between the expectations at 
its birth and its realizations. Then it- 
was expected to be a land where liber- 
ty would reign supreme as its inhabi- 
tants would be principally the descen- 
dants of those who had tasted the worst 
known scourge, human bondage. Cer- 
tainly 'such descendants would ever 
and always prize liberty above all 
things, fight to preserve it for them- 
selves, fight even to see that others had 
it too. But such is not the case. Lib- 
erty, it seems* is a good thing for one's 
self but not for another. It is fine to . 
be free but some free men must also 
be restrained or they will enslave oth- 
ers. 


The conditions in Liberia became so 


bad that the League of Nations with 
whom- complaint was filed made a 
thorough investigation and submitted a 
report that showed widespread slavery. 
The Liberian government promised to 
immediately correct the condition. Our 
state department "has watched to see 
that the promise 'was kept. It was on- 
ly a promise. Nothing has been done. 
Hence the sharp note. 


-But so strong is the force of public 


' opinion, and particularly world public 


opinion, and so sensitive are nations 
even in remote places to the wide- 
spread and virtuous condemnation of 
others concerning conditions or poli- 
cies that do not true up to the moral 
standards of the times, that it is likely 
Liberia will be brought to fully realize 
that it simply cannot go on as a nation 
and permit "that execrable sum of all 
villainies commonly called the slave 
trade.''

On Jan. 14. 1306, Mathew Maury. an Ameri- 


can naval officer who -was the first to give a 
complete description of the Gulf Stream and to 
mark out specific routes to be followed in cross- 
ing the Atlantic, was born in Spottsylvania 
county, Virginia.

Crippled for life by fracturing his leg in 
1839, Maury was appointed to the Naval Ob- 
servatory and Hydrographic office in Washington.

too attractive that way, try mixing 
a little mauve with your creamy 'na- 
tural powder and the tiniest bit of 
flesh. 
Brunettes 
can mix mauve

by Frederick "Bloy, who Is observ- 
ing his birthday anniversary here 
Wednesday. 
Time has placed Its 
inevitable 


stamp on fie withered hands, the 
wrinkled features, and the deep-set 
eyes, but the face brightens youth- 
fully as, in weakened tones, he re- 
lates his i experiences of nearly a 
century, which included both civil- 
ian and military occupations on two 
sdes of the Atlantic ocean. The rav- 
ages of age have, to some extent, 
effaced the memories; for 94 years, 
he admits, is a long time. 


Mr. Bloy was the owner of a 39 


acre farm, inherited from his father, 
at Neuvorwerk in the province of 
Silesia, Germany, when relatives, 
who has gone before, induced' him 
to come to America. A wife and 
eight children are mentioned In the 
dismissal certificate issued him at his 
request by the royal Prussian gov- 
ernment signed and sealed at Bres- 
lau on March 4, 1874. Departure 
from Germany was not made until 
May of that year, and after arrival 
at New York on an ocean steamer 
from Hamburg, railroad passage was 
at once taken to the home of rela- 
tives in the vicinity of Forest Junc- 
tion. 
Pioneer land clearing in this vi- 


cinity had already been begun a de- 
cade earlier, and an arable tract of 
farm land was purchased upon ar- 
rival. His wife died three months 
after leaving Germany. 
Has Military Career 


A military career in the Prussian 


army was intermingled with his 
farming activities in his native land. 
After receiving the customary three 
year military training from 1857 to 
1860, he was summoned to arms at 
the outbreak of the Seven Weeks' 
war with Austria in 1866. A medal 
in his little chest of relics bears 
the date of July 6, 1866, when, in 
the battle of Koeniggratz, the en- 
emy's bullets felled the men on each 
side of him in the infantry ranks. 
And there is another medal in "his 
collection for serving in the Fran- 
co-Prussian war in 1870-1871. 


"The Austrian war," he relates, 


"was much harder on us soldiers 
than that with France. The march- 
es were strenuous up and'down the 
hills of Bohemia, but to France rail- 
road transportation was 
largely 


available." 
Years later in America, 


by a singular coincidence, he became 
neighbor here to the late Joseph 
Plutz, who, it developed, had fought 
against him as an Austrian soldier 
in 186S. "There," he says, "vf were 
enemies; here we became the best of 
friends."

Value of Fertilizer Is Not 


Lost Through This Sys- 
tem, 
They Point Out

Oconto—Surprised at 
tho large 


percentage of 
Oconto-co farmers 


that are hauling manure direct from 
the stables to the fields, the writer 
asked County Agent J. I. Etlieridge 
why the farmers did that and if it 
is not a great deal easier to let the 
manure pile up in the farm yards 
and to spread in the fields after the 
crops arc harvested next fall? 


Etheridge replied 
that farmers 


•who are in the habit of raising big 
crops o£ grain, corn, potatoes and 
alfalfa scatter the manure on the 
fields 
immediately because they 


have found out that manure left in 
piles in the farm yard all winter, 
summer and fall to ferment and rot 
and to lose most of its fertilizers by 
evaporation and drainage is 
com- 


paratively little value in the fall. 


"When as}>ed "why most of 
the 


farmers spread the manure on the 
fields in winter instead of piling it 
there and spreading it in the spring, 
the county agent replied that the 
immediate spreading saves the work 
of reloading in the spring, prevents 
loss of the fertilizing qualities of the 
manure that takes place when the 
manure is piled' and gives an even 
distribution in the field of all the 
fertilizers in the manure. 


Another reason for the eagerness 


of some farmers to remove manure 
promptly from stables and to permit 
no pile to stand in the farmyard is 
that piles of fresh or decaying man- 
ure is a menace to the health of all 
farm animals and poultry. Through 
such piles accessible to cows 
the 


germs of contagious abortion may 
be .spread to clean animals, and the 
germs of tuberculosis to cattle, hogs, 
and poultry, as may also the germs 
of many other diseases of farm life.

Storage Places Induce It 
to Reappear 
Madison—Beans which are being 


stored tn warm places this winter 
arc apt to show bean weevils it' the 
seed has been infested, according to 
E. TJ. Chambers, state entomologist 
of the department of agriculture anil 
markets. As many as 2S 
weevils 


havo been known to develop in one 
bean. 


Beans should be stored in a cool 


place, and if tho crop is known to 
bo infested, small quantities can bo 
mixed with dry air slaked limo nt 
the rate of one pound of limo to ev- 
ery two to four pounds of beans. 
When the beans are used, the lime 
can bo washed off. Beana can also 
bo placed in cold water and after the 
water has been heated to 140 decrees 
Fahrenheit, the beans can be taken 
out, 
dried and stored. The hcattns 


kills the weevil and does not inter- 
fere with the sprouting- of the bean 
in case it is wanted for seed later. 
On large quantities of beans, carbon 
bisulphide, is used, Mr. Chambers 
states. 


The bean weevil beetle is a small, 


light olive brown beetle about one- 
eighth inch long. 
It is mottled 


with darker brown and gray. 
It 


lays eggs in groups of a dozen or 
more in tho green pods in the fall 
months. Minute whitish hairly grubs 
hatch out and seek the 
growing 


seeds. They eat their way inside 
but because the weevils are so small, 
tho holes heal over and leave only 
a. slight brownish dot to show that 
tho weevil ig inside. Six to seven 
generations may develop in a year 


and beans stored In warm places in 
tho winter arc very apt to be favor- 
ably located for weevil growth, ac- 
cording to tho entomologist.

Chicago^-An elaborate industrial 


museum -which will contain working 
models of almost every kind of in- 
dustrial and mechanical contraption 
ever devised, and which will permit 
the visitor to step up and monkey 
with the exhibits to his heart's con- 
tent, is being assembled in Chicago 
now in preparation for the "World's 
Fair of 1933. 


It will be known as the Museum 


of Science and Industry, and is be- 
ing made possible through a gift of 
.$4,000,000 by'.Julius Eosenwald. The 
great Fine Arts Building in Jacksin 
Park, a relic of the great fair of 1893, 
is being remodeled to house it—and 
there will be more than nine miles of 
exhibits with upwards of 60,000 speci- 
mens. ' 
' 


In as many cases as possible, the 


exhibits \vill 
t>e} -life-sized. - Where 


this is impossible, working models 
will be constructed. The important 
thing-, 'however, is that none of 'them 


be hidden in a glass case. The 


spectator -will be free to pull all the 
levers and push all the buttons he 
sees. 


Ag far as possible, the sponsors 


of the museum hope to show the de- 
velopment of -modern American by 
means of successive models which 
will trace the various steps in the 
emergence of the things illustrated. 


For example: One exhibit will 


show how the modern paved street 
has developed. The visitor will first 
walk along an ordinary 
jungle 


path, such as the cavemen trod 
thousands of years ago. 
Then- he 


will step out on an exact reproduc- 
tion of one of the famous old Ro- 
man roads. After that he will go 
along oiie of the muddy, bumpy 
roads of the middle ages, fun of 
pools of water and broken bits of 
paving stone. This, In turn, will

DIPHTHERIA VICTIMS 


FAIL TO TAKE TOXIN 


Madison — (XP)—Sixty-nine of 
the 


SO Wisconsin persons who died from 
diphtheria in 1929 failed to 
have 


toxin antitoxin administered, the 
state board of health said today in 
pointing out the necessity for im- 
munization. 


In three cases the doses of toxin 


antitoxin had been insufficient and 
in_ eight cases the Immunization his- 
tory was not ascertained. 


In 67 cases the disease had worked 


three or more days before antitoxin 
was used and In 14 cases the- disease 
was too far advanced 
to permit 


the beneficial use of the treatment. 


Thirty-four of the SO victims were 


children under six years of age 
while 23 were between six and 12 
years old. All children nine months 
or more -old ,should be immunized 
against diphtheria, the board said.

which cattle were not shipped from 
Wisconsin last year. Total shipments 
during the year were 50,466 head or 
21,878 below 1929 shipments, a de- 
cline of 28 per cent. 


Only twice since 1921 has the out- 


side market for Wisconsin dairy 
cattle fallen below the previous year. 
In 1928 there were 82,689 shipped out 
of the state as compared with 83,027 
in 1927. Shipments in 1924 fell.below 
those of the previous year but rapid- 
ly increasing numbers were recorded 
for the following years up to the 
present decline. 


Mr. Ebling reported the shipment 


of 8,324 head of cattle into Wiscon- 
sin last year as compared to 11,853 
in 1929,, marking a decrease of about 
30 per cent which -was attributed to 
the low cycle in milk prices.
